24th of laft Month with the Vanguard 
of the Army; that tke Chevalier d’ Hasfele 
arriv'd there the goth with the reft of the Troops 
and the Artillery ; and thatthe Siege was to be be- 
gun the rft of this. Month. ‘Thefe Letters add, thar 
tbe Governour, who had a Garrifon of above 5200 
-Men, moft of them Miliria and Miquelets, had de- 
clai’d to them thatthey might difpcle of themfelves 
as they thould think fit, becawfe not having Stores 
of Provifions for along Siege, he could not fupply 
thera longer than 4 or 5 Days. Upon this melancho- 
ly Declaration, the chief Leaders of the Rebels who

retird to their own Habitations. From thefe Cir- 
cumftances the Court of Madrid judg’d, that the 
Governcur when he fhould find himfelf vigoroufly 
attack’d, would make no long Refiftance in the 
Town, but weuld retire into the Caftle with about 
rooo Men of regular Troops.
